and those who protested against 
the invitation some months ago 
had "agreed to raise no objections 
and to give up their Sunday serv- 
ices during the evangelist's stay." 
My own name is given as one of 
those who had thus consented. 


Permit me to say that this as- 


surance, so far as 1 am concerned, 
is entirely unwarranted. 
No one 
has been authorized to say any 
such thing for me or my church; 
no one has said a word to me 
about it. I stand exactly where I 
stood a year ago, and so far as I 
know no one of those who signed 
the protest has changed his mind 
about it. 


If Mr. Sunday has accepted any 


such assurances he has been im- 
posed upon. It is perfectly cer- 
tain that ther^ are quite a num- 
ber of churches in this city which 
will not be closed during his stay 
in Columbus. 
It would be an exorbitant and 


nrenosterous demand for anybody 
to malce that all the churches of a 
city of 200,000 people should close 
all their services for six or seven 
weeks in the interest of one such 
service as this; not half the people 
who usually attend church could 
get inside of this tabernacle. If 
Mr. Sunday were an angel from 
heaven it would be absurd to grant 
such a request; of course, an angel 
from heaven
